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n what environmentalists are calling the final insult in a pro- 

gram they view as a complete failure, the provincial govern- 

ment has announced that two sites under consideration for 
protection under the Special Places 2000 program are open 
for logging and drilling. 

Environmental groups — even the World Wildlife Fund, the 
only such group that hasn’t quit the project in disgust — were 
so outraged that Premier Ralph Klein called them to a meet- 
ing in Calgary Tuesday. 

Some progress was made, reports Sam Gunsch, executive 
director of the Edmonton chapter of the Canadian Parks and 
Wilderness Society. Klein strongly hinted that the province 
would provide powerful legislative protection for highly-sen- 
sitive areas, including the Whaleback in Southern Alberta and 
the Hay and Zama Lakes in the northwest. Environmentalists 
also want protection in the Bighorn Wildland Recreation Area 
near Rocky Mountain House, Environment Minister Ty 
Lund’s riding. 

Although the Special Places provincial co-ordinating com- 
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mittee will be disbanded by the time Klein meets with the 
environment groups again, Gunsch remains hopeful that 
some good might finally come of the program. 

“The bottom line is that (the provincial government) can 
act as a government normally acts and provide protection for 
these areas anyway, rather than use the end of a process as 
an excuse not to,” he said.

Edward Abbey, the great 
American environmental writer 
wrote: “if wilderness is outlawed, 
then only outlaws can defend 
wilderness.” These words echo 
true in contemporary Alberta. The 
rash of acts of sabotage against 
pipelines and oil field equipment 
has been well-publicized. Frustrat- 
ed rural people whose animal and 
family members have been poi- 
soned by sour gas and whose wells 
have been contaminated by 
petrochemicals have 
sought revenge against 
those companies who 
harmed them. 

This environmental x 
conflict, or war, is on the 
verge of exploding because our 
provincial government is on the 
edge of outlawing wilderness. 
Four key wilderness areas, includ- 
ing the Wilmore Wilderness, 
buffering our national mountain 
parks, are being opened up to 
hunting. Legislation which has 
passed standing committee is 
poised to give up our provincial 
parks to logging and oil and gas 
development. The Special Places 
2000 or protected areas committee 
is being disbanded by Ty Lund. 
Nominated areas like the Pioneer 






and Berland River — Donald 
Creek sites, near Hinton, which act 
as refuglums for grizzlies and 
endangered woodland caribou are 
being set up for fragmentation and 
habitat destruction by the oil and 
gas industry. 

The hundreds of hours donated 
to processes, including Special 
Places 2000, the Woodland Cari- 
bous Strategy and the Forest 
Conservation Strategy by Alberta’s 
foremost ecologists are being 
either distorted by the gov- 
ernment or thrown out in 
the garbage so that 
greed and industrializa- 
tion of Alberta’s wilder- 
ness heritage may be com- 
pleted. Government and 
industrial coffers will benefit in 
the short term while the natural 
resources that belong to our chil- 
dren and their children will be 
squandered. 

Many of us believe that the time 
for talking has finished and now 
the time has come for all those 
who love Alberta wilderness to 
stand up and defend it

was the day the Canadian Radio 
television and Telecommunica 
tions Commission's (CRTC) new- 
est plan for commercial! radio 
and the Canadian music industry 
took effect. And if these changes 
are at all earth shaking, it is likely 
due to the foot-stomping of pro- 
gram directors across the country. 

Basically, the changes instruct 
commercial radio stations to play 
35 per cent Canadian content, both 
over their broadcast weeks and 
between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. This quota has 
been beefed up from a previous 
Cancon requirement of 30 per 
cent. Less publicized but also sig- 
nificant is a change that was made 
to allow for dual ownership of 
radio stations in individual mar- 
kets, a cost Saving/profit generat- 
ing move that means, at the least, 
two stations can operate out of 
one facility with one support staff 
instead of having to pay twice as 
much for costly overhead. 

It’s all part of a grand scheme to 
build a stronger Canadian record 
industry. Increase Cancon quotas, 
increase demand for Canadian 
music and you create more oppor- 
tunities for the development of 
Canadian artists. 

There is also an element of pro- 
tectionism at work here — the 
United States wields such cultural 
clout throughout the world that 
most countries are driven to carve 
out some sort of niche in which 
their own artists can thrive. 

The Canadian recording indus- 
try, predictably enough, is thrilled. 
Pegi Cecconi, manager for the 
Matthew Good Band, says the new 
quota will help to extend the lives 
of albums by established artists. 

“We feel the more exposure you 
get, the more people will want to 
hear it. If you never get exposed, 
you're never going to get requests. 
The 30 per cent alone made such a 
difference, and 35 per cent can 
only be better for Canadian 
artists,” said Cecconi. “And instead 
of an album coming out and an 
artist only getting one or two 
tracks at radio, with the extra time 
they'll be able to go three or four 
tracks deep on a record, which 
would be helpful to any artist. It 
keeps it alive longer.” 

Radio, also predictably enough, 
is not as thrilled, and it is on the 
point of who will benefit from the 
new content regulations that much 
of their argument is based. Terry 
Evans, program director at K- 
Rock, while maintaining his sta- 
tion has always supported Canad- 
ian music above and beyond the 
call of duty, suggests that while 
the CRTC’s intentions are laud- 
able, they are also misguided. 

“The CRTC wants all this addi- 
tional money to go to helping out 
the new acts, but all it’s going to 
do is make the rich richer. The 
established artists are the ones 
who are going to be played more 
because they're established and

“There's some truth in that, but 
the more volume, the more

“You have to be creative,” stress- 
es Carmel. “By having more airing 
time, the industry will be able to 
produce more good stuff. It’s 
chicken and the egg thing. The 
more air time and exposure that 
you give, the more good quality 
music you get. You talk to these 
(commercial radio) guys — some 
of them are creative, some less so 
Some would say ‘lazy.’ There is tal- 
ent out there, and we have to pro- 
tect our own.” Besides, he adds, 
“We didn’t just slap on new rules. 
We also gave something to the sta- 
tion owners that they had wanted 
for a long time — dual ownership 
in one market. It’s a balance. In 
most Canadian cities, it’s a level 
playing field. The guy across the 
street is playing by the same rules. 
I hope that if there is a continua- 
tion of this process, those guys 
will come up with a solution and 
propose it to us. We have a very 
open process, we ask for many dif- 
ferent positions and we have lots 
of discussion before changes are 
made.”

Fear of Drinking but not af dinking SONGS

ith the current Celtic resur- 
Weer in North American pop 
culture, it seems a simplistic 
ritual to label anything with a 
British Isle accent, an acoustic gui- 
tar and a fiddle as part of the 
genre. With Vancouver-based band 
Fear of Drinking, however, the 
term could easily be a little left of 
the truth. 

Tim Readman, who grew up in 
the Gordy country of northeast 
England, and Gerard Kerr, a Kiwi, 
have the soul of Fear of Drinking 
digging in a territory a little re- 
moved from the current fad.

anada’s Copyright Act is based 

on the 1911 United Kingdom 

Act and is subject to detailed 
amendments from time to time. On 
April 25, 1998, a bill (known as Bill 
C-32) to revise Canada’s Copyright 
Act was enacted. The bill isn’t an 
overall revision, but is the most 
extensive addendum to date. 

The bill is very lengthy (98 
pages, small font size), but the per- 
tinent portions to the Canadian 
songwriter are the Neighbouring 
Rights and the Blank Tape Levy 
(more correctly, the blank audio 
recordable media levy) sections. 

A levy is to be added to all blank 
audio recordable media (CD-R, 
CD-RW, DAT, cassette, etc.). The 
intent is to recover lost royalties 
due to pirating. Those who own 
the rights associated to sound 
recordings — composers, authors, 
performers, producers — are enti- 
tled to remuneration for copies 
made for private use. The levy is 
payable by the importer or manu- 
facturer without regard to its end 
use. 

With news the levy was being 
implemented Jan. 1, 1999, punters 
panicked and rushed out to pur- 
chase blank audio tapes and CDs. 
As artists and industry personnel 
became more aware of the act, the 
general school of thought surfaced 
that while the levy would benefit 
more established musicians 
already receiving royalties, the 
emerging artist, requiring blank 
media for demo purposes, would 
be hit with the levy and have little 
or no chance of recouping. 

A good example here in our 
town is manager Norm Sharp, who 
handles Volya, Hyperpsyche, Wel- 
come and Wide Mouth Mason. 
Volya and Hyperpsyche will be hit 
hard by the new fee, with no hope 
of collecting royalties in the near 
future. Welcome will be some- 
where in the middle, while Wide 
Mouth Mason, on the Warner label, 
will be fine. Sharp, however, sug- 
gests a smart solution. The only 
current exemptions that are given 
are to schools, libraries, archives 
and museums. He feels the upcom- 
ing artist should be included. 

“This could be handled by the 
provincial recording industry asso- 
ciations,” explains Sharp. “An 
agreement could be struck by the 
associations, for their members, so 
the artist requiring blank media for 
career purposes would be exempt 
from the levy.” 

The levy, to be collected from 
manufacturers or importers of 
blank audio media, can only be 
claimed by collectives. Collectives 
must file tariffs with the Copyright 
Board, and the board is required to 
determine the portion of the royal- 
ty payable to each collective. 
Collectives include the various 
artists’ societies, such as Canada’s 
Performing Right Organization, 
SOCAN (the Society of Compos- 


_ ers, Authors and Music Publishers 
of Canada), and the CMRRA 
_ (Canadian Mechanicals Rights —

of analog recording time, 50 cents 
per 15 minutes of digital recording 
time. Hence, if a C90 cassette is $1, 
the tax is $1.75, making the total 
cost $2.75; if a 74 minute CD-R cas- 
sette is $2, the tax is $2.50, making 
the total cost $4.50; if a 124-minute 
DAT is $11, the tax is $4.50, mak- 
ing the total cost $15.50. Each 
amounts to a different percentage 
increase in cost (in Europe, a flat 
rate of 10 per cent of suggested 
retail is added as the levy fee). 
These are only proposed rates. 
These will be set when the next 
step happens starting May 1999, 
when hearings are held for all 
sides. Then, in the fall, the Copy- 
right Board will set the final rates.

t’s risky business, casting your- 

self as the Son of God. People 

are apt to find that a little, what 
shall we say? Pretentious? Egocen- 
tric? Blasphemous? Take your 
pick. 

Ronnie Burkett, the creator and 
performer of Street of Blood, is no 
stranger to risks, however. He’s 
taken a passion for marionettes 
and worked it up into a series of 
shows that dazzles both interna- 
tional audiences and critics. 

So it seems almost de rigor that 
the Man at the Top should be the 
fellow who’s holding the stings, for 
not only does Burkett act as divine 
creator to the host of marionettes 
in his repertoire, he also breaths 
life into them, making dead weight 
on a string laugh and dance and 
weep and become-closer to human 
then a few flesh-and-blood folks 
I've known. 

Street of Blood, now playing at 
the Roxy Theatre, tackles 
all the big themes: Tainted 
blood, AIDS, adoption, the 
Second Coming of Christ, 
rape, terrorism, the Holo- 
caust, homophobia and, as 
though that’s not enough, 
Burkett throws a few 
undead into the mix as 
though to suggest a vampire 
or two would top off an 
already over-the-top plot 
line. It’s quite convoluted, 
but blood plays a part in 
almost all the scenes and 
it’s sacrificial blood that is 
the ultimate elixir 

At the centre of Burkett’s 
creation is Edna Rural, the 
simple, proud, “Lord love a 
duck” housewife of Turnip 
Corners, Alta. Edna is the 
adopted mother of Eden 
Urbane, a.k.a. Purse Boy,

are made of wire and papier 
maché, no more than 2-1/2 feet 
high. This is the power of Burkett’s 
performances: we often forget we 
aren’t watching living actors. 
Burkett makes his marionettes real 
in a bob of the head, a hand ges- 
ture, a sigh or a lift of the chin. 
He’s got the body language of his 
characters so down pat, they take 
on the proportions of life-sized 
actors and we find ourselves car- 
ing deeply about them. 

Street of Blood is a complex 
show dealing with complex emo- 
tional issues that at first seem 
dispiriting and unrelated. How, for 
instance, can we link Eden’s 
bombing crimes with the fact that 
silver screen star Esme Massengill, 
now a vampire, has visited Turnip 
corer and is claiming him as her 
son? In some ways Street of Blood 
is the classic struggle between 
good and evil with more than a 
few twists. Yet, somehow Burkett 
makes it all hang togeth- 
er by linking the two- 
dozen characters 
through his intercon- 
nected story of blood 
and redemption. 

Burkett never once 
goes out of character or 
looses a voice as he 
parades across the scaf- 
folding and cat walks 
that tops the action on 
stage. The set, in the 
foreground of a prairie 
mural of grain elevators, 
is of his own design and 
each scene is played out 
below thé darkened 
God-like puppeteer on 
three mini-stages, boxes 
that open to reveal key 
props and pivotal set- 
tings.

avid Pasieka is a busy guy. He’s spending lots of time figuring out how 
to make a fish talk and carnivorous plants come to life for Epiphany 
Theatre's production of Oh Dad, Poor Dad, Mama's Hung You in the 
Yoset and I’m Feelin’ so Sad, a dark comedy that appeals to the direc- 
y's “sick sense of humor.” 

“When you first meet me you wouldn't think it, but I have a sick sense 
of humor,” the baby-faced Pasieka confesses. He stumbled across the 
Jay seven years ago when, as a Grade 12 student at Vic Comp, he need- 
d to deliver a monologue. He read through Arthur L. Kopit’s bizarre 
Slay and fell in love with it. 

' Kopit tells the story of a wealthy eccentric, Madame Rosepettle, a 
widow who's perpetually in mourning. She loved her late husband so 
much that she sent his carcass to a taxidermist and had him stuffed 

‘ow the globe-trotting Madame R totes her husband along from one 
resort to another, like luggage. 

(There is a murder in the play, but Pasieka is secretive. The hanging 
of Dad in the closet is post-murder, he allows.) 

She also hauls her son, Jonathan, from one port to another but 
rely allows him to stray out from behind her skirt. She is a tad over 
protective of the lad. “She treats him as a precious little gem that has 
co be protected from the 
world,” Pasieka said. 

“He only goes out in the 
company of his mother 
and when she goes out 
alone he is locked into the 
hotel room.” 

But Jonathan isn’t with- 
out resources. In an effort 
to learn more about the 
orld from the confines 
of various hotels and 
resorts, he has made a 
telescope. And with this 
scope, he has gone on 
expeditions into the real 
world. It was one of 
Jonathan’s monologues, 
in which he talks about how unim- 
pressed he is by the real world, that Pasieka delivered in Grade 
12. But the biggest monologue in this play belongs to Madame 
Rosepettle, played by Genevieve Varze. 

‘Her monologue is nuts. It’s 10 pages long. I've never seen a monologue 
like that, especially in such a short little play,” Pasieka said. 

Rosepettle prattles on, telling her life story to a handsome, wealthy man 
who, until hearing the tale, is somewhat taken by the widow. 

“It’s quite the story she tells him. You read it and go ‘my God, this 
voman is sick!’ She is the girl of his dreams to begin with but...” 

Pasieka is facing many challenges staging the show. When Rosepettle 
and Jonathan move into their hotel in the Caribbean city of Port Royale, 
hey arrive with a ton of luggage, including a ferocious piranha and carniv- 
orous plants. And the fish speaks, so Pasieka is trying to figure out how to 
make a fish tank and fish that will utter lines. Then there’s the question of 
\ \eat-eating plants. To solve the problem, he has made the plants puppets 
and made his three bellhops double as puppeteers. 
Those kinds of jobs are part of what attracted Pasieka to the play. 
One challenge is creating a sound effect for a cuckoo clock exploding. 
Then there’s the whole mystery about Dad, hanging in the closet all 
these years. Is Pasieka casting a dummy to play Dad? 

“No, we're using a real actor because Dad comes to life for about two 
econds.” 

What — he’s alive? 
“No, he just comes to life.” 

Is it a hallucination? Pasieka remains coy. 
“He comes to life. He just does.”

For sure-fire entertainment, check out Fire 


enerally, when I hear that a certain film is causing controversy, my 

first reaction is cynicism. Well, actually, that’s my first reaction to 

nearly anything. But controversy gets my cynicism engine firing more 
so than most things. 

Why? Because it’s all been done, man. How can something controver- 
sial really be anything new? What are the chances it’s any good? Why 
should I waste my time on something just because a bunch of fringe reac- 
tionaries are frothing at the mouth over it? 

As often as not, my instinct about these things is wrong. The Last 
Temptation of Christ, for example, turned out to be a fantastic film, 
although not for the same reasons it was a controversial one. 

And I was duly impressed by 1998’s most controversial film. It made me 
realize you don’t have to go the Natural Born Killers route (nothing 
exceeds like excess) to cause a stir. Sometimes you just have to be hon- 
est. 

The film I mean is Fire, by Toronto-based writer/director Deepha 
Metha. If you haven't heard of it, that’s probably because the storms of 
controversy have been taking place on the other side of the world — in 
India, where the film is set. And by “storms,” I don’t mean light flurries. 
Religious and political groups have called for a national ban. Metha has 
received death threats. Fundamentalist groups have attacked theatres 
playing the movie — literally attacked the theatres, wielding swords and 
bamboo sticks covered with iron. 

Fire is about lesbianism, by the way. It’s a concept so alien to Indian 
tradition, there isn’t even a word for “lesbian” in Hindi. It’s a staple of 
Hollywood cinema, to say nothing of the heaps of faux lesbianism found 
in porn flicks. And in Fire, it’s presented so discreetly, you have to won- 
der what the fuss is about. 

But like The Last Temptation of Christ and many other hot potato 
movies, it’s not really the controversial subject matter that makes the film 
powerful, or great. Fire is also a cultural snapshot; it presents an extend- 
ed family as a metaphor for the tensions in Indian society between tradi- 
tion and modernity. 

The family runs and lives above a video store (modernity), splitting the 
meagre profits between brothers Jatin (Jaaved Jaaffery) and Ashok 

(Kulbhushan Kharbanda). Ashok is a spiritual ascetic (tradition). Jatin has 
a Chinese mistress who refuses to marry him (modernity); instead, the 
family arranges for him to marry Sita (tradition). There's also Biji (Kushal 
Rekhi), the mute matriarch (tradition) and Mundu (Ranjit Chowdhry), the 
live-in servant, who jacks off to pornos in Biji’s presence (modernity — 
yuck). 

In the midst of this dysfunction, Sita and Ashok’s wife, Radha (Shabana 
Azmi), begin to fall in love. They engage in a tug-of-war between their 
own desires and the rules and traditions that cling to them like rhesus 
monkeys. If Fire were a Hollywood flick — like, say, Bownd — then Sita 
and Radha would toss off their saris and do the wild thing within the first 
half hour. Instead, Metha makes their actions work in a cultural context. 

And that’s what all the fuss is about. Fire is also a beautiful film, richly 
photographed and pulsing with allegory. But it’s the cultural truths it pre- 
sents that make it worth shaking swords over. And worth seeing.

Songwriter Steve Pineo admits it 
would be nice to have his cre- 
ativity recognized more outside 
his Calgary home, where the 31- 
year-old attracted some of the 
best players in the city to con- 
tribute to his recently released 
début CD Hindsight. But more 
than anything, he’d like to get to 
the very roots of popular music. 

“Bob Dylan’s Hard Rain's 
Gonna Fall, that one was based 
on a Romantic-era poem,” Pineo 
asserted. A moment later, he 
added that “Dick Dale’s surf tune 
from Pulp Fiction (Miserilou) is 
a folk tune from Greece.” 

When asked about his own 
considerable musical talent, 
Pineo is laid-back and humble. 
He doesn't go on about his own 
fortunes, even though the likes 
of Amos Garrett, Mike Lent, 
Russell Broom and Ron Casat 
contributed to the recording of 
Hindsight, and the sounds con- 
tained therein are some of the 
sweetest to hit discerning ears in 
a while. But get him looking 
back on the history of the art 
form and his enthusiasm bubbles 
over. 

It also bubbles over -on 
Hindsight. As the title suggests 
— and as 
Pineo’s love of 
musical histo- 
ry suggests — 
the record 
takes many 
cues from the 








past. In two cases, that means 
time-sensitive versions of lovely 
old tunes — Tomorrow Night 
and I'll See Yeu in My Dreams. 
The other nine songs are Pineo 
originals, but they make you 
think you’ve boarded a time 
machine, where you drift from 
the 50s to the ‘20s and beyond, 
past blues clubs and gin joints to 
country dance halls and swing- 
ing love seats on the front porch. 

“I love listening to old music 
and the way it was recorded and 
the attitude of the people who 
were playing it,” Pineo 
explained. 

“Some people are into old 
movies or vintage hockey. I’m 
into old music.” 

In order to concentrate more 
on his solo werk, Pineo left 
Beautiful Joe, a band well-known 
in Edmonton for recent perfor- 
mances at. the Folk Festival and 
the Sidetrack Café (Beautiful Joe 
co-bandleader Jane Hawley con- 
tributes her wonderful vocals to 
some tracks on Hindsight). 
Radio-wise, CKUA and CBC have 
so far been very supportive. 

To bring his music to 
Edmonton audiences, Pineo 
makes a number of appearances 
over the next few days, including 
gigs Jan. 14 and 15 at. the 
Sidetrack (10333 - 112 St.) and 
Saturday, Jan. 16 at the Black 
Dog (10425 - 82 Ave.). Along for 
the ride are bassist Chris Byrne, 
drummer Kelly Kruse and gni- 
tarist Dustin Keillor.

as a tool in information warfare, to try 
and arm the few Chinese who are on line 
with important information about their 
own government and about what's going 
on in the rest of the world. At the time, 
there was much fuss 
going on about a 
Chinese computer pro- 
grammer named Lin Hai, 
who faces life in prison 
because he allegedly 
sent a list of Chinese e-mail addresses to a 
U.S.-based group of human rights activists 
who planned, in turn, to poison the minds 
of Chinese surfers with thoughts of free- 
dom and democracy. 

Anyway, the international hacking com- 
munity continues its fight but has, in one 
instance, shot itself in the foot, by declar- 
ing cyber-war on Iraq. 

The controversy arose Dec. 30 when a 
hacking group called Legions of 
Underground announced it was mapping 
out cyber-targets in Iraq and called on

The group claims it was analyzing net- 
works and called for hackers everywhere

The war cry backfired when members 
of the hactivist community replied with a

plea that the Legions of Underground call 
off the strike. Groups complained that no 
hacker has the right to declare electronic 
war on another nation and that to do so 
would cause more problems, at home and 
abroad, than it solved. 

For starters, civilians could be hurt if 
Y2K-style system crashes were caused by 
hackers; secondly, foreign hackers or gov- 
ernments could retaliate, causing system 
crashes across the U.S. And finally, by 
declaring war on another country, hack- 
ers make themselves targets of foreign 
and domestic governments. 

Going online and defacing a Chinese 
government website that boasts of human 
rights achievements is one thing, but dis- 
abling infrastructure is another, according 
to the Chaos Computer Club, an online 
hacking group. Such extreme measures 
bring credibility to campaigns to regulate 
the Internet — a frightful prospect, not 
only to hackers but also to businesses and 
individuals around the world. Imagine all 
that shit, just because a group of twen- 
tysomething hackers full of piss and vine- 
gar got cocky online.
